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MELVILLE’S MISCONDUCT. 


THE INSIDE HISTORY OF THE JEAN- 
NETTE EXPEDITION. 


Jealousy Among the Officers—Tyranpy of the Com- 
mandant—Shipwrecked by Ignorance—Neglect 
of Duty Through Drunkenness, and Hor- 
rible Desecration of the Dead- 


MINNEAroLis, November 3.—The Tribune 


to-day prints an interview with Dr. D. T. Col- 
lins, of this city, brother of the late Jerome J. 


Collins, scientist of the Jeannette expedition. 
Dr. Collins says: “‘We have evidence that 
Captain DeLong used hisofficialpositionascom- 
manderofithe expeditionto persecute in every 
cenceivable way some of the members of the 
commission. My brother was placed under 
arrest for no reason whatever. This Lieuten- 
ant Danenhower admitted to me in New 
York. Captain leLong refused to allow my 
brother at certain times to do any kind of 
work, and purposely allowed all notes, photo- 
raphs and records of the expedition’ prepared 
oe my brothertosink. We have evidence that 
the captain forced him to remain behind 
when he yolunteered to go ahead with 
Ninderman and Noras in search of relief, my 
b/other being in the best condition of any 
member of the party to do so. There is ev)- 
dence that Bartlette. whois now in Siberia, 
one ot the seamen, is in possession of valua- 
ble facts, but we believe that he has been 
kept in Siberia purposely by the officers of 
the expedition, so that his testimony may 
not come before the board. We are also in 
possession of full information that on Mel- 
ville finding the bodies of the DeLong party, 
he used the most blasphemous and scanda- 
lous language concerning my brother's body. 
We also have'reason for believing the re- 
ports made by Melville as to the condition of 
the weather, which he alleged prevented bim 
going to the relief of the DeLong party, were 
false, for the date on which he declared the 
weather was bac are shown to have been good 
* by the records.”’ 

Collins further asserts that jealousy existed 
between certain otlicers of the expedition, the 
trouble beginning, as he learns, over an order 
to the effect that all the men should undergo 

yhysical examination monthly. Collins and 
Banenbower were neither permitted to assist 
in the retreat. 

DRUNKENNESS AND DEBAUCHERY. 

lr. Collins adds: “‘We happen to know 
that Kusmah requested Melville to go to De- 
Long’s relief bimself, or send some one, and 
that Melville would do neither. He first 
gave an order to Danenhower to go, and then 
countermanded it. Kusmah and Shagra 
were fifteen days in making the round 
irip to Belum from the spot at which Mel- 
ville’s party was. Two dayseach way, was am- 
ple time forthe journey. During the trip 
these men got drunk, and Melville knew it. 

While they were gone in search of DeLong 
Melville and théSe“with him made chessmen 
and checkerboards andy amused themselves, 
leaving the work of searching for their com. 
panions to two ignorank\ drunken natives. 
We bave reasonable groun\l for being certain 
that there was a considerable amount of in- 
toxicants drank during the fifteen days they 
waited the return of the two natives. . We 
know trom conversations with the surveying 
mem rs ofthe expedition that there were 
certain letters and papers which we believe 
were on my brether s person, and which have 
never been produced. We want to know What 
has been doue with these papers. If Melville 
Lad gone with the natives as heought to have 
done, there is no doubt that DeLong and his 
party would have been saved. He would 
have seen that beacon fires bad been lighted 
on the bluffs, as stated in DeLong’s journal, 
which was found, even, if he had started out 
when Kusmah and Shagra were overdue. We 
therefore make the charge that had Melville 
done his duty, instead of spending his time 
in playing chess and checkers, DeLong and 
his party would not have died. Melville left 
them to die, and he is responsible for their 
deaths. Collins will print his statement in 
pamphlet form, with documentary evidenee, 
and lay it before congress, 

MELVILLE DECLINES TO SPEAK, 

WASHINGTON, November 3.—Chief Engineer 
Melville’s attention was this morning called 
to what Dr. Collins (brother of the scientist 
of the Jeannette expedition) is reported to 
have said relative to Captain DeLong’s al- 
leged persecution of his (Collins’s) brother, 
and Melville’s conduct after landing in Si- 
beria. Mr Melville deciined, however, to 
make any statement for publication in vindi- 
cation ot himseif, saying: *‘I bave seen the 
published statements. I don’t know anything 
about the matter. I don’t wish to say any- 
thing about itnow. The least said is the 
soonest mended, and the newspapers get 
things mixed up. I shall soon appear 
before the board, which is charged with an 

investigation of the entire matter, and I 
must decline to say anything at all for news- 
papers.’’ He will be called_be the board 
of iifiquiry on Monday. The publication this 
morning of the specific charges said to have 
been made by Dr. Collins, brother of the sci- 
entist of the Jeannette ex pedition,is generally 
commented on, tuough the suvject was not 
mentioned at the meeting of the board. 
Judge Advocate Smilie stated, in reply to an 
inquiry, that he had been in correspondence 
With Dr. Collins, and had for some ume been 
aware of his (Collins’s) views in the 
matter, that the court proposes to investigate 
the subject to the bottom, and would’ receive 
everything that Dr. Collins might offer in the 
nature of competent evidence; tnat Lieuten- 
ant Dahnerhower, although his examina- 
tion in chief bas been concluded, will doubt- 
less be recalled in connection with the inves- 
tigation of the charge made by Dr. Collins. 
Jr. Smilie further stated that it was the in- 
tention of the court to examine every survi- 
vor of the Jeannette expedition, and that if 
Mr. Burlette,who, as alleged by Dr. Collins, was 
purposely kept in Siberia. has not returued 
tO tuls country when tlie examination of the 
other witnesses is conciuded, the court will 
take a recess and await his return. Lieuten 
ant Danenhower naturaily declined to make 
any siatement for pudiicauon relative to 
Doctor Cullins’s charges, oreven tu express 
any opinion other than the somewhat signifi 
eant remark—when told thatthe court pro- 
posed tu investigate them to bottom, ‘Well, 
that is right; they ought to do so.”’

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SIMONTON'’S DEATH. 


The History of a Kemarkabic Journalistic Career 
Outlined. 

New York, November 3.—A dispatch from 
Napa, California, announces the death at his 
residence near taat city, of James W. Simon- 
ton, one of the proprietors of the San Francis- 
co Bulletin mad! the San Francisco Morning 
Call, and late general agent of the New York 
associated press. He died of heart disease 
last evening. 

Mr Simonton was born in Columbia coun- 
ty, New York, in 1824. He was educated tn 
the public schools of New York city; became 
law reporter for the city newspapers in 1540, 
and was shortly afterward sentto Washing 
ton as con ional reporter for the Courier 
and Enquirer. He went to California in 1890, 
and was for a time one of the editors of the 
San Francisco Courier, but soon returned to 
New York. He wasone of the original staff 
of assistants co Henry J. Raymond, at the es- 
tablishment of the New York Times, and for 
seven years was the Washington correspondent 
of that paper, during whicn time he was in- 
fluencial in the exposure of several noted 
ceases of bribery and corruption on the part 
of members of congress, and was in custody 
for several weeks, on an order of the house 
for declining to give to the committee the 
sources of his information. He again went 
to California in 1859, and became editor and 
one of the proprietors of the San Francisco 
Evening . Bulletin. He was its war 
correspondent during the rebellion and 
became general agent of the assoviated press 
in 1866, still retaining, however, his interest in 
an active connection with his San Francisco 
newspapers, the proprietors.of the Evening 
Bulletin having about 1869 purchased the San 
Francisco Morning Call. He resigned the 
general agency of the associated press in July, 
1881, and removed to Naper county,California, 
where he had capehened r considerable estate, 
upon which he was residing at the time of his 
death.

A WITHERED WREATH. 


The Bridal Wreath Matrimoaial Association Goes 
inte the Hands of a hecelver. 

The newest step is the pussing of 
the ‘“‘Bridal Wreath Security Association”’ 
into the hands of a receiver which was done 
yesterday. The association has a full corps 
of officers, and has been doing a very good 
business. Its property—cash and in other 
forms—has been attached. Colonel L. P. 
Thomas, deputy sheriff, has been appointed 
temporary receiver. The asseis amount to 
about eighteen hundred dollars as far as 
heard from. A thousand dollars is in the 
Gate City national bank, four hunured in the 
bank of tne State of Georgia, two hundred 
dollars in the safe of the association and about 
sixty dollars in the hands of Justice Rhea. 
There is also some office  fturniture 
owned by the assooiation. An 
injunction has been filed by the follow- 
ing parties: H. Lynch, R. M. Nix, M J. 
Bobo, R. A. Starnes, W. 8S. Say and H. 
L. Woodward, against the Bri- 
dal Wreath Security association, 
J. 8. Groves, T. D. Irish, B. M. Frizzell, the 
Gate City national bank, Bank of the State of 
Georgia, and John Rhea, restraining them 
from paying outany moneysin their pos- 
session belonging to the association and re- 
straining the association from continuing in 
business. The case may come up for a hear- 
ing before Judge Hillyer to-day.* Speairs

plaintiffs and H. C. Irwin represents the as- 
sociation’s side of the case. It is said that 
the association has about ninety members 
and that it cannot pay back halt the money 
that has been put in.

Mr. Nix, one of the policy holders’ details 
his experience in a Mobile company as fol- 
lows:

A REPLY TO SOME RECENT CRIT- 
ICISM. 


How Dr. Felton is Said to Treat His Friends Who 
Differ From Him—The Doctor’s Liberality and 
tiie Whisky Bille—Preaching and Poli- 
tice—-A Reply Called For. 


Epiroks CONSTITUTION: In your issue of the first 
instant, I find a rather furious assault upon me 
made by Dr. Felton, putin the form of a reply to 
my late communications which appeared in your 
valuable paper. Itseems I have only shared the fate 
of others who have rendered’  .‘Felton from time 
to time valuable and importan services when they 
cousidered him in the right; upon whos? heads he 
has poured the vialsof his wrat when they have 
refused to stand by himin the wrong. 1 will refer 
to two or three conspicuous instances of this kind.

In it the senator indtcated very clearly that 
mach as he loved Dr. Felton and ardently as he had 
stood by him, ifthe doctor meant as his actions 
seemed to indicate. to abandon the democracy, and 
go over tothe republicans, he could and would not 
further sustain him. What was the result? Doctor 
Felton almost immediately after the interview ap- 
peared in one of his most vindictive denunciotory 
productions, arraigned Mr. Hill in the bitterest 
terms that one enemy could use in assaulting the 
posiuion and character of another. Senator Hiil 
inade a crushing reply in which he showed :rom 
the doctor's own record, that he wus either a hypo- 
cCritor a falsifier. Felton rejoined in affvery un- 
manly, bitter and vindictive production. The sen- 
ator was then in sinking health, suffering witha 
fatal disease, and ina few months passed aw y. 
Here was the case of a life-long friend who had suf- 
fered injury by the course he had taken in sustain- 
ing Dr. Felton; and because he had refused to con- 
Unue to support the doctor after he had placed 
himself most clearly in the wrong, the doctor 
turned and pursued his friend with vindictiveness 
to the graye. 

1 he case of Governor Stephens is very similar. On 
account of the warm friendship existing between 
the governor, then amember of congress, and Dr 
Felton and his family, he too had said and done 
more tor the doctor than his friendsin the demo- 
Cratic party thought he should have doue, and it 
was all rightas long as he continued to sustain Dr.

GENERAL CHARGES 

Now a few wordsin reference to the charges the 
doctor has made against myself.

MESTATE SOLUNS. 


WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE 
YESTERDAY. 


Report of the Committee to Ascertain What Officers 
the Legislature is to Elect—To Incorporate Can- 
ton—Wild Lands and Eas'man Biot— 
Constitutional Amendment. 


The session yesterday was short. In the 
senate the committee reported on the election 
of supreme and superior court judges. -It was 
held that there was no vacancy in the North- 
eastern circuit. This report will be discussed 
‘to-day. In the house the committee on elec- 
tions to be made reported as above stated. 
Among the more important bills was one to 
incorporate the town of Canton; to have the 
state defray the expenses of the Kastman riot 
prosecution, and to erect acapitol Mr. Cal- 
vin offered a resolution for a constitutional 
amendinent for the appointment of superior 
court judges and solicitors by the governor. 

THE SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

The senate met vesterday at ten o'clock 
am., and was called toforder by President 
Boynton. Prayer was offered by Rev. John 
Jones, D D., chaplain of the senate.

A COTTON BLOCKADE. 


The Governor and Kailiroad Commissioners Appealed 
To—What Can Ke Done About It. 

The following dispatch was received on yesterday 
by the senator and representatives from Sumter 
county. It will explain itelf 

AMERICUS, Ga., November 3, 1882.—Honorables 
J. D. Frederick, Wm. A. Wilson, William M. Hawks, 
State capitol, Atlanta, Ga: Railroad yard blocked 
with cotton and their gates closed against further 
receipts. business o the community completely 
by their failure to provide adequate 
reom to receive all the cotton offered, and — 
transportation for that alreadyin their yard, Our 
market is depressed, owing to the blockade, and 
farmers will turn their teams tothe more favored 
competing points where prompt transportation is 
ulways furnished, to the serious detriment of way 
stations. Please represent our grievances before 
the railroad commission this morning, and beg 
that they take immediate steps by telegraph~to 
afford us relief to-day. Answer. Harold, John- 
sou & Co., Toole, MeCarratt 4 Tondle, C. W. Treder, 
Bank of Americus, A. L. Cutts, R. S. Rust, W. H.

Upon receipt of this Messrs. Hawkes, Wilson and 
Frederick went before the governor and the rail- 
road commission and asked what steps could be 


taken to procure the needed relief. Major Wallace 
stated that the commissioners would at once send a 
dispatch to Americus, asking that the blockade be 
removed and that every expeditition be given 
to the . transfer of coiten col- 
lected there. This dispatch was sent and will 
doubtless hurry things up as much as possible. It 
is a question as to what jurisdiction the commission 
has in a Case of this sortas the oppression caused 
to acity and its entire business system by such a 
blockade is grievous «nd undoubted and theres is 
certainly some remedy somewhere.

were elayed. It is this that frequently gets Amer- 
icusin trouble. As to.the question of damages I 
am inclined to believe that if merchants suffer from 
delay in the travsportation of their cotton and 
could show that the road had not 
used proper energy in the mater they could 
recover damages in a suit against the road. _ It is 
ptainly in the powerof the read to break a mer- 
chant or the merchants of a whole town if it chooses 
to do so, and there was no remedy either in the leg- 
islation orin the courts. I think the merchants 
ought to be patient and I am sure that the authori- 
ties of the 10ad are intelligent enough to know that 
the cotton ought to be removed as rapidly as p9ssi- 
ble.

The joint committee of the two houses, to whom 
was assigned the duty of reporting 
and solicitors are to be elected by the 
eral assembly, have’ reported that there i 
cancy to fill in the office of judge or of solicitor in

the Northeastern circuit, and the question is on

Believing that the report of the committee ought 
not to be agreed to, the folowing suggestions are 
respectfully submitted for consideration of | the 
members. 

In the first place, the general scheme of the -cen- 
stitutional convention in reference to the judges 
and solicitors genera] in this state, as gathered from 
the whole instrument, is that these officers shall 
be elected by the general assembly~one- 
half ‘ as pear as may be’’ to be elected by each gen - 
eral assembly that shail convene under the consti- 
tution. Biennial sessions of the general assembly 
being provided for, it is not to be presumed that the 
beginning or end of any judicial term should oecur 
exceptat or aboutthe time the cousti(ution pro- 
vides for the assembling of the general assembly 

Now, since the constitution provides that the first 
election of judges, under the constitucion, should 
be held in 1878, the second in 188 .,and since the 
same constitution provides for the regular session 
to begin on first Wednesday in November and con- 
tinue for forty days, and inasmucb asthe coustitu- 
tion also provides that each judge’s term shall com- 
menee on the first of January succeeding his elee- 
tion, it follows that it was the intention of the 
framers of the constitution that the terms should 
begin on the first of January, 1870 1881, and bien- 
nially thereafter on the first of each odd year. 

Now, if the legislature of 1580-"S1 had created the 
Northeastern circuit within its constitutions] 
limit, that is in 1880 would not the terms of the 
judge and solicitor, if any had been elected, begun 
January Ist, 185)” 

Then, the legislature did not make the circuit 
until the adjourned summer session in the summer: 
of 1881, it follows that the officers of the circuit 
could not have been placed among the half whos 
term began January Ist, 1IS81, 1885, ete., but must 
come in with the other half January Ist, 1583, 1887, 
etc. 

But the constitution provides that ‘all elections 
for judges and solicitors subsequent to the adoption 
of the constitution of 1877, shall be at the session 
of the general assembly next preceding the expi- 
ration of the terms of incugebents, except in case 
of election to fill vaca: cies. 37 

The framers of the constitution evidently had 
reference in this provision to circuits existing at 
that time, as they refer to incumbents 

It is a matter deserving of notice that the consti- 
tution nowhere provides for the creation of new 
circuits, but it is presumed that it will not be de- 
nied that the general assembley could nevertheless 
create one or more new circuits if they saw fit. 
Now, as a legislature sitting at an adjourned session 


' saw fit to create a new circuit. did it not also have 


authority to say when the regular terms of the 
judge and solicitor should begin—that is, when a 
judge and solicitor shovld be regularly elected? 
Conceding that the legislature had this power 
then they have expressly exercised it, and by the 
solemn act of that body declared, that ‘‘atthe next 
regular election for judges and solicitors of oue 
half of the circuits already established a judge and 
solicitor for said Northeastern circuit shall be 
elected for the full term, whoshall hold the office 
as other judges and solicitors then elected for 
other existing circuits.’’ See acts 1880-81, page 113 
Then the legislature having decided when the 
judge and solicitor for the Northesstern circuit 
should be elected, it isno longer an open question 
for the legtslature. Itis res adjudicata, as far as 
that branch of the government is concerned. This 
legislature can repeal or amend the law, but what 


power has this legsslature to say when the reg, 
ular election of judge and solicitor of this circuit 
shall take place than the last one had. But itis 
| said thata judge and solicitor were elected in 
} August, 1881, and that the constitution provides 
| that a term shall be four years, and that therefore 
' said judge and solicitor wil] hola over for the four 
years. 
| Let us examine this proposition. If they hold 
| four years then their term will expire August, 1595. 
' That isin a year in which there can be no constitu- 
' tional session of the general assembly, So that the 
legislature of 1884 will elect their successors, and 
the constitution provides that their term shall com- 
mence January Istafter their election. So that 
there would be two sets of officers (supposing the 
incumbents do not succeed themselves) occuvying 
the same offices at one time, thatis to say the pres- 
entincumbents hold to August, 1885, and their 
successors g0 in in January, 18*5, and 
therefore, from January to August, RE5, 
there would, orcould be, two lawful constitutional! 
judges and solicitors of the Northeastern circuit. 
Butit may besaid thatthe judgeand solicitor 
' being elected in August, 1881, did not legally be- 
come such officers until January !, 1882.

Much has been said about the case of Strozer vs, 
Wright, as reported in 54 Ga., %91, and this decision 
is appealed to in support of the committee under 
discussion. 

But I respectfully submit that nothing in 
that decision effects the question in issue. 

What wasthe question decided in that case” 
Goveruor Bullock had appointed Strozer judge of 
the Albany circuit for four years, and five days af- 
terward heappointed him for eight years. When 
the four years had expired Governor Smith ap- 
pointed Wright judge of the same circuit. Now 
the question decided was that under the constitu- 
tion of 1868 one half of the judges ofthe superior 
courtsin this state at their first appointment, 
whether for circuits created since the adoption of 
the constitution, or existing before must be com- 
missioned, as near as may be for four years and the 
other half foreight years. And that the governor 
having exercised his power of appointment, his 
power was exhausted. Now it will be observed 
that under the constitution of 1868, the judges for 
existing circuits were ell to be commissioned at 
one time, but for different terms, while under 
the constitution the elections 
were to be 
bnt for the same term 
to the length of the term, the other to the time 
when that term should begin. Moreover, under 
the constitution of 1568 the governor, with the sen- 
ate, was the creator of judges. He made them and 
commissioned them. Under this constitution the 
general assembly is the creator of the judges, while 
under both the power is conceded to the genera! 
a-sembly of creating circuits, and providing when 
the officers of suchycircuits shall be regulariy elect- 
ed and installed into office.
